Irish peace proposal struck its first 
snag Wednesday when

Craig, Ulster premier, 
declined 
to 


meet "President" De Valera in a pre- 
liminary conference. 


De Valera has asked Craig 
and 


other Ulster leaders to meet him in 
Dublin next Monday to discuss his 
answer "as spokesman for the Irish 
nation" when he meets Lloyd George. 


Sinn Fein leaders were urging De 


Valera not to meet the premier unless 
he agreed to withdraw the black and 
tan troops from Ireland. 


Information from the Irish office 


indicated such a demand would be 
refused. 


However, .with both sides plainly 


anxious to get as much as possible 
from the forthcoming conferences, a 
lull in hostilities was looked for. 


The Irish "president's'1 willingness 


to take part in 
peace 
conferences 


was shown in a series of letters he 
sent out Tuesday. 
One of these was 


to the premier stating that he was 
"dubious of effecting a lasting peace 
so long as Ireland's essential unity 
is denied," but promising a definite 
answer to Lloyd Gporge'-s proposals 
after conferring with his colleagues. 


At the same time De Valera notified 


Ulster leaders that he will be at the 
mansion house in Dublin next Mon- 
day ready to confer with them.

Haynes' first step, he said, will be to 


abolish the dual plan under which the 
Volstead law ig now enforced. Under 
this plan, devised by John F. Kramer, 
former prohibition commissioner, the 
country 
was divided into 32 depart- 


ments with a general enforcement of- 
ficer in each. In addition there was a 
prohibition director in each state. 


Under Haynes new plan, the de- 


partment will be abolished and the 
work will be pressed on the basis of 
the state as a unit with a general pro- 
hibition director in each state.

ity of the claims of the United States.

Mellon

and was sent indirectly through an

diplomatic representative 


abroad. 


The American refusal to be repre- 


sented in this conference is regarded 
as showing that the Harding adminis- 
tration is strictly adhering 
to its 


policy of not having any part in mat- 
ters of the league of nations.

Says the Times: "A newspaper is 
a selection from life, an anthology of the 
important, interesting, human. Th^ dai- 
ly habit and routine are not there. 
Men 


and women go forth to their work till evp- 
tnng. 
The quiet, continual, fruitful B^- 


tivities. the average flow and tempo of 
existence, are not set down. The reader 
does, not need to be told of the fusto- 
mary. The daily picture is of multifari- 
ous life. good, bad and mixed, full of the 
struggles, the passions, the failures, the 
conspicuous good and bad ck-eds. Thp 
newspaper gives a vivid section, not the 
whole, of course." 


It is true that some newspapers seek 


out the sensational and salacious, and give 
it the preponderance of display. a.nd while 
we do not agree with them, they have a 
point of view from which they 
.-justify 


their policy on moral grounds. Thr- clean. 
reputable newspapers of Amerir-a do not 
prefer this kind of news: most of thm 
tone it down, while some esclude it almost 
entirely. They only print it when it serves 
a useful social end or is in the interest of 
public pobr-y. Practically every newspa- 
per bases its standing on the solid quality 
of news it publishes, on human interest 
features, stories of animals, unusual occur- 
rences, etc-. 
There are very few which 


seek the immoral, or which pander to sex 
morbidness. The great majority of news- 
papers publish this class of news only 
when society practically forces it to. The 
New York minister, it should be observed, 
is not criticising the publicity given to 
crime and the world's wickedness. He is 
lamenting what he conceives to be the so- 
cial depravity of the country. 


Russia did divide its fleet in the Russo- 
Japanese war and the Japs annihilated it. 
On the other hand England, following 
Mahan rules, kept its grand fleet together 
during 1he World war and as long as it 
did this England could not be conquered 
nor the war actually lost. 


If the American navy really belongs in 


the Pacific it should be placed the.ro just 
as soon as bases can bo made ready. But 
not a day ho fore. 
As n unit in the At- 


lantic it is so superior to a divided force 
as a weapon of defense that no navy in 
being would move against it. 
Of course 


the Atlantic squadron could speed through 
the Panama canal to the aid of the Pacific 
squadron or if that 
was blocked could 


ttnrrv around the horn, but it might ar- 
rive too late or it might only get in the 
way. 
for the big point is that a grand rieot 


must be constantly trained as a whole in 
the intricate maneuvers of -modern war- 
fare and when it is .not able to gain that 
training it is a peril to itself. 


THE DIVIDED NAVY 


Following in th« footsteps of that saga- 


cious sailorman. Josephus Daniels, the fed- 
eral administration announces that it will 
continue the practice of keeping half of 
the fleet in the Pacific and half in the At- 
lantic, so that, in case of emergency, di- 
vided we may be conquered. 


Despite all rules of fighting strategy a 


portion of the navy was shifted to Pacific 
waters solely as a political expedient. It 
was done to please the people of the west- 
ern coast a-t the time when they were see- 
ing the Japanese flag rise out of the wa- 
ters every morning. 
And evidently the 


new administration's naval theory is that 
whatever is political sauce for the Demo- 
cratic goose is political sauce for the Re- 
publican gander for despite the fact that 
there is no adequate base on the Pacific- 
coast the war craft must remain there. 


Admiral Mahan. a wiser naval strate- 


gist than Mr. Denby or Mr. Harding set 
it down as an incontrovertible fact that 
& country's fleet should never be divided.

During the past year, this commit- 


tee has investigated more than a hun- 
dred suspected moving picture com- 
panies, representing a combined cap- 
italization of a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars. A gr<mt many attempts to gouge 
and victimize the public have been dis- 
covered m time to thwart worthless 
movie stock notations. It was found 
that as a rule these fly-by-night con- 
cerns w°re officered by men with no 
experience 
in 
the 
moving- picture 


business. 


It was particularly the "producing" 


companies of this character which 
were found to be shady and question- 
able. Usually they were composed of 
promoters evidently attempting-, and 
often with success, to cash in on the 
widespread reports of fabulous for- 
tunes made in the motion picture in- 
dustry. 


During the last calendar year, the 


American public put 550,000,000 into 
the pockets of dishonest promoters 
through the purchase of pretty stock 
certificates 
in 
worthless • producing 


companies 
This does not, of course, 


include any of the stork issued and 
sold by well established and profitable 
motion picture corporations which sold 
securities to the public during 1920 for 
the purpose of legitimate business ex- 
pansion.

producing companies have attempted 
to sell stock within the past six 
months." says Mr. Quirk in a report 
of his committee's activities. 


In not a single instance has one of 


the. questionable concerns made good 
financially, it was found, nor has one 
of these wildcat companies mad© a sin- 
gle real motion picture production. 
The pomoters. pointing to the glitter- 
ing past of the big- concerns which 
have made fortunes for many, and the 
supposedly rosy future of their own 
scheme, nevertheless have met notable 
success in coaxing not-too-reluctant 
currency out of the pockets Of their 
victims and into their own. 


Some Examples. 


Not very long ago a promoter of the 


shady sort, who had maintained an of- 
fice in Washington for a long time 
and later in New Tork, had the atten- 
tion of the country drawn to him and 
his scheme when he disappeared from 
New York. To date he has not been 
located. 
Before he left, however, he 


victimized the people of those two 
cities to the extent of about half a 
million dollars. Another enterprise of 
this sort in a western city, described 
by the vigilance committee of the 
movie people as a "gigantic enter- 
prise," had to be dropped by its pro- 
moters when, after an'investigation by 
the vigilajice committee, the chamber 
of commerce of this city and the lead- 
ing bank withdrew thoir support of 
the scheme. 


This committee even went outside of 


the country in its work. Its report de- 
scribes as the most daring of these op- 
erations the work of one M. Himmel, 
who enjoyed a meteoric career termin- 
ating a year ago. He \vas the oigan- 
izer Of a hundred million dollar motion 
picture syndicate through which he 
proposed to control the moving picture 
industry of the entire world. He was 
going to "permit" the American pub- 
lic to subscribe to half of the stock m 
his venture, ?jnd American business 
men of excellent reputation became in- 
terested in him And his plans. 


The vigilance, committee began mak- 


ing quiet inquiries in Paris and Now 
York.' The information uncovered was 
furnished to the newspapers. As a re- 
sult of what was shown Himmel war, 
arrested in France. Recently he con- 
fessed that several of the documents 
used by him to induce people to pur- 
chase stock in his company were, 
fraudulent. 


The work of this committee is reduc- 


ing the numbers of this new brand of 
Wildcatters, but it has not entirely 
wiped out this Wallingford of the film. 
Therefore the moral ia: Investigate 
with care before, you buy film stock.
